A 22- YEAR-OLD man has been jailed 
for five years and four months after he 
attacked police officers and burgled six 
shops in Woolwich during the August 
disturbances. 

Johanson Ago, of no fixed abode, gave 
himself in at Plumstead Police station. 

His arrest followed two stories appealing 
for his whereabouts in Greenwich Time. 

The search for Ago began when police 
released CCTV images and footage of a 
man in Beresford Square throwing bricks 
at police officers in a car. 

He was wearing a distinctive Adidas top 
and an appeal resulted in information 
which led police to look for a suspect by 
the name of ‘Jo’ Ago. 

Detectives, who looked through hours 
of CCTV, were able to trace Ago from the 
moment he arrived in Woolwich just after 
8pm on August 8 until he left at 12.20am 
when he is seen on CCTV loading items 
into the boot of a car. 

CCTV images collated across Woolwich 
show Ago attacking a marked police 
vehicle in Woolwich New Road, near 
Beresford Square. He can be seen 
smashing the rear view mirrors and the 
windscreen in an attempt to destroy the 
car parked in the square. Ago’s frenzied 
attack then turns to an unmarked police 
vehicle about to leave the square; this 
time the vehicle has officers on board.

20 arrested in 
morning raids 

TWENTY people have been arrested in an 
early morning raid as part of a crackdown 
on neighbourhood criminals. 

Operation Hawk saw over 70 Safer 
Neighbourhoods officers and PCSOs 
from Greenwich supported by specialist 
colleagues, involved in the raid last 
Thursday, November 24. 

Officers were responding to information 
from local people about drug dealers, 
burglars, thieves, perpetrators of anti- 
social behaviour and other crimes which 
impact on communities. 

Borough Commander Richard Wood said: 
"Residents in Greenwich play a pivotal 
role in helping the police. Our officers 
often receive accurate intelligence from 
members of the public which in turn 
helps us to arrest those involved in all 
sorts of crimes.’’ .

Oxleas NHS and council staff share top awards

Team Murray put ATP disappointment behind them 
to give coaching session at a local primary school

ANDY MURRAY was “absolutely 
gutted’ after he pulled out of the 
ATP Championships with injury, his 
mum Judy told GT. 

The World No 3s bid for season-topping 
success at The 02 tournament was cut 
short when he sustained a groin injury. 

But the disappointment didn’t stop 
tennis coach Judy visiting Cherry 
Orchard primary school in Charlton to 
pass on some top tips to possible tennis 
stars of the future. 

“I love coming out to schools and 
working with the kids, and giving them 
the opportunity to try tennis,” she said. 
“It’s been great.” 

The Year 4 children had a morning of 
co-ordination building, ball skills and 
fitness drills at the session on November 
24. 

They were divided into teams named 
after the top players and the activities 
on offer related to the tennis stars’ 
individual skills. 

“Because the ATP Finals were on just 
down the road we wanted to do something 
that was related to the tournament 
and linked to the players,” Judy said. 
“The aim was to get the kids closer to 
understanding what it is that the top 
players do in training.” 

The Andy Murray station involved 
learning the Scottish ace’s trademark 
through-the-legs shot, the Hot Dog, while 
players at the Novak Djokovic section 
had to bounce the ball as many times as 
possible in 30 seconds. 

The session was laid on by Head, the 
sports manufacturer which was a main 
sponsor of the ATP Finals. 

Judy admitted that siblings can also be 
important motivators for young sports- 
players. 

“Jamie [Murray, Andy’s older brother] 
was very, very important in making 
Andy competitive,” she said. “Having an 
older brother who was better than him 
at everything meant that he was always 
trying to beat Jamie, whether that was at 
cards, football or whatever. It sparked his 
competitive edge so he’s got quite a lot to 
be thankful to Jamie for!”

This year has been Andy’s best season 
to date - he’s won five tournaments and 
reached the semis in all the Grand Slams. 

Proud mum Judy is hopeful next season 
can be even better. 

“Could 2012 be his year for a Slam? 

You never know. That is his goal and 
that’s what he’d like to achieve, but 
it’s a very difficult thing to do. It’s the 
strongest era ever in tennis, the top four 
are exceptional and below that there is a 
pack that is extremely tough. 

“He’s up there, and they can all beat 
each other on their day.” 

And there were no prizes for guessing 
the top player among the school children 
at Cherry Orchard. 

“Andy Murray is my favourite!” said 
eight-year old Jaka Janneh. 

Classmate Arnind Demaili added: “The 
tennis was really good fun, and Judy was 
so kind.”

Rioter jailed for five years

Ago can be seen throwing bricks at the 
windscreen whilst officers are trying to 
leave. He is also seen smashing the window 
by the police driver. 

Ago is also caught on camera entering 
several shops in Woolwich town 
centre; he committed burglaries in the 
Charles Dance Jewellery shop, the Cash 
Generator shop, JD Sport, T-Mobile 
and Carphone Warehouse as well as 
attempting to burgle Argos in Powis 
Street. Ago is seen on CCTV carrying a 
large white bag, rummaging through 
shelves and stealing. Eventually, just 
after midnight, he loaded up the boot of 
a car and left Woolwich. 

After his arrest on October 3, Ago was 
charged with six counts of burglary, 
one attempted burglary and violent 


disorder. He was remanded in custody 
and pleaded guilty to all counts in court 
on November 15. 

The search for Ago was part of 
Operation Withern, launched to find 
suspects in the August disturbances. 

Officer in the case Acting Detective 
Sergeant Mark Gilchrist said: “It was 
clear from the footage we viewed that 
Ago was an active participant in the 
disorder that engulfed Woolwich and 
saw the town centre ransacked and 
burnt to the ground. I am pleased with 
the sentence he has received.” 

Borough Commander Richard Wood 
said: “The officers who attended Beresford 
Square were faced with unprecedented 
violence I am pleased with the work we 
have done - 1 hope it reassures shop keepers 
and local residents that we are doing all we 
can to bring those responsible to justice”.

Could Greenwich be Games Time travel 
more cycle-friendly? 


I HAVE been a cyclist in 
the borough for nearly 
a decade now. While I 
have seen provisions for 
cyclists improve, more 
needs to be done to make 
the roads more appealing 
for those who choose to 
travel by bike. Are there 
any plans for more cycle 
lanes to be implemented? 
Some of the few of the 
green cycle lanes seem 
to be an after thought 
and poorly maintained. 

A section on Charlton 
Road only runs for a few 
metres before it goes 
on to the pavement and 
disappears. What remains 
of it is so rugged and 
uneven actually operating 
anything apart from a 
full-suspension mountain 
bike or Land Rover on 
the stretch becomes 
uncomfortable. 

On Trafalgar Road too, 
there is a very short 
stretch of cycle lane. 
Cycling is an enviro- 
friendly, sustainable and 


healthy mode of travel, 
and with the Olympics 
coming next year, surely 
more can be done to 
encourage people on to 
their bikes.

• We agree that 
improvements for cycling 
are needed in the borough. 
We are working with 
Transport for London which 
has provided £500,000 of 
funds in 201 1 to improve 
cycle routes before the 
Olympics. 

Improving existing cycle 
lanes in Eltham is one 
example - this is currently 
being designed and we will 
be consulting Greenwich 
Cyclists on this soon. 

The council will be looking 
at the cycle lane on Charlton 
Road next year to see if it 
can be improved. 

There are reasons why 
cycle lanes are not always 
continuous. For example on 
the main roads, cycle lanes 
are broken at pedestrian 



crossings 

and bus stops as they 
would conflict with the “no 
stopping” zig-zag markings 
at crossings and at bus stop 
markings. The road network 
is not always wide enough 
to provide a continuous 
cycle lane on both sides 
and there is a great deal of 
competition for road space. 
Cycle use in London is 
growing quickly, and 
provisions are generally 
improving.

THERE are two issues I would like to 
bring to the attention of Greenwich 
residents with regard to the town centre 
during the Olympics. 

Firstly, during the Games, 
Straightsmouth will be closed, but the 
good news is we can access the outside 
world via Randall Place into Creek 
Road. I understand this option will 
not be available at certain times on 
different days. Now I don’t mind having 
the detour, but not being able to drive 
out at all is a bit much. Should LOCOG 
carry out this action, as was explained 
at recent drop in sessions, it will cause 
problems for those who live or work in 
the following areas: 

Straightsmouth, Randall Place, Roan 
Street, Bardsley Lane, St Alfeges 
Passage, Churchfields, The Haddo 
Estate, St Alfeges Church, and James 
Wolfe School. 

My second point is about people 
traffic. Visitors to the Games arriving 
at Greenwich Station (Rail, and 
DLR) are going to be directed to use 


Straightsmouth as well as Greenwich 
High Road. The prospect of thousands 
of visitors coming down a very narrow 
road under three metres wide at one 
point is not something I look forward to 
and I’m sure I speak for my neighbours. 
A better route for visitors would be via 
Tarves Way into Norman Road to Creek 
Road and then to Greenwich Church 
Street. This way avoids domestic 
property and will not cause congestion 
and is only approx 120 yards long.

Network Rail fined following litter complaints 


NETWORK Rail has been 
fined a total of £1,000 with 
£330 costs after Greenwich 
Council took them to court 
for failing to deal with litter 
on land next to railway 
tracks in Greenwich. 

The prosecution followed 
Network Rail’s failure to 
comply with litter abatement 
and clearing notices served 


by the council in July, 2010, 
following complaints from 
residents. 

The rail authority pleaded 
guilty at Bexley Magistrates’ 
Court to two offences linked 
to land between Maze 
Hill railway station and 
Vanbrugh Hill. They also 
paid a victim surcharge of 
£15. 


The litter was due to be 
cleared during the “fourth 
quarter” of the year but 
the council received more 
complaints in January this 
year and no action had been 
taken by Network Rail as late 
as August. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for environment and 


community safety, said 
“This demonstrates that 
no organisation too big to 
comply with its obligations to 
the community. I’m pleased 
to say that Network Rail 
has set up a protocol with 
the council to avoid future 
problems.” 

The litter has now been 
cleared.

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Blackwall Tunnel 
works completed 


ROADWORKS on the northbound 
Blackwall Tunnel have been completed 
ahead of schedule. The completion 
came in a year earlier than expected 
and sees an end to overnight closures. 
The improvements bring the 114-year- 
old tunnel up to date with the latest 
safety standards, which it is hoped will 
limit the number of accidents which 
cause closures. 

Measures include the installation 
and commissioning of new upgraded 
ventilation fans in the tunnel’s four 


shafts, improved incident detection 
and installation of new lighting as well 
as upgraded CCTV and communication 
systems throughout the underpass. 
Inlets have been constructed in the 
tunnel wall with emergency phones and 
fire extinguishers providing a safe area 
for drivers whose vehicles break down 
in the tunnel.

FUNDS have been secured to 
begin conservation work on 
one of Greenwich’s most iconic 
attractions. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund awarded 
a grant of £29,000 to the Old Royal 
Naval College for the first phase of 
the restoration of the Painted Hall, 
one of the UK’s most important 
architectural interiors. 

The money will be spent on cleaning 
the fresco on the west wall of the 
hall which was painted by Sir James 
Thornhill in the early 1700s. 

It was last given a spruce-up in the 
1950s, and the removal of decades of 
dust and grime should reveal new 
layers of colour and definition. 

The Christopher Wren building has 
provided the backdrop for blockbuster 
films, recently playing host to Robert 
Downey Jnr in Sherlock Holmes, 
and Johnny Depp in Pirates of the 
Caribbean. 

Work is due to begin after the 
Olympics in 2012 and will take nine 
months to complete.

IT’S all in the faces and the smiles 
Disability swimming lessons at 
the Eltham Centre are going... 
swimmingly. 

Using the Spa Pool and taken by 
experienced Amateur Swimming 
Association (ASA) coaches, the junior 
programme is thriving and adult 
lessons are taking off. 

Teachers taking smaller groups 
means that swimmers’ individual 
needs are being met by a more focused 
approach in the five-week courses 
being run for children on Saturday 
mornings and adults on Wednesday 
evenings. 

The courses, which follow the ASA’s 
national plan for teaching swimming, 
are run by disability champion Colleen 
Costi and colleague Rose Young. They 
are following the “Greenwich Aquatic 
Pathway” and aiming to integrate 
the swimmers into the main stream 
London Swim School programme. 

Greenwich aquatics manager 
Suzanne Philpot told GT: “The pupils’ 
progress has been outstanding and it’s 
all down to the teaching staff. Success 
is due to their professionalism, hard 
work and rapport with all the children. 

“By integrating these pupils - 
when ready - into our main stream 
programme we will ensure there is 
a clear pathway for all children and 
adults in the borough, irrespective of 
their age or ability.” 

Among parents who are continually 
re-enrolling their children onto the 
lessons is Tom Phillips, father of four- 
year-old twins Sam and Matthew. Tom 
told GT: “The boys joined in May and 
Matthew has made fantastic progress 
as the lessons are tailored to his 
specific needs and the low ratios means 
he receives the attention to help him 
progress and achieve.” 

Matthew also attends the Lion 
Swimming Club at the centre. 
Swimming teacher Colleen said: 
“Matthew has achieved his Alpha 3 
award and with his brother Sam will 
probably achieve Stage 1 by the end 


of term. Matthew is improving his 
strength and stamina and Sam has 
been working on his body position and 
breathing.” 

Parent Yana Alii says of four-year- 
old Mikhael: “He has been swimming 
since he was six months old and just 
loves the water. He is recovering 
from an operation and these lessons 
have proved an invaluable part of his 
recovery process.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s cabinet 
member for culture and the Olympics, 


said: “These lessons are a fantastic 
innovation and it’s real joy to see how 
much the children enjoy the lessons 
as well as learning how to swim. The 
feedback from parents and carers has 
been excellent.”

Busman ’s holiday for Alexandra Players 



WHO’D be an actor playing an 
|ij 9 y^m actor? It’s a minefield, surely. 

Flashbacks of drama school loom 
at every turn: the over-acter; the 
delusional under-cooker, and worst of all - 
the wooden plank. But how to inhabit these 
strange and mythical creatures without 
being too convincing? 

Such thoughts hadn’t entered the heads 
of the borough’s best kept secret, the 
Alexandra Players, as they delivered Play 
On to a packed three-night run in Charlton. 
The premise of the Rick Abbot farce was 
simple: an amateur theatre group is staging 
a play, and this time we get to see the nuts 
and bolts of the operation. It was a play 
within a play, a sort of Russian dolls for 
thespians. 

And it was a work-out for those on stage, 
a dissection of the craft which was as 
fascinating to the audience as it was funny. 
But while it might have been a busman’s 
holiday, it appeared that the cast were off 
for a fortnight to Disneyland and not on the 
436 to Peckham. 

In Play On we actually saw the process - 


the blood sweat and many tears that go 
into every production. Act One was the 
chaos, learning the lines, egos dueling, and 
building the backdrop. The devil really was 
in the detail - Liz Moss’s forays on to the 
stage to worry the set as Louise ‘Sound and 
scenery’ Peary, transported the viewer into 
the tangible world of rehearsal. It felt as if 
we were included in the world of the actor, 
privy to some secret society that we’d never 
before been allowed to join. 

The performance built on the triumph 
of past production Neville’s Island, and 
two of its standout performers returned 
here. Mark Higgins played Saul Watson 
- who in turn played Dr Rex Forbes, (you 
following?)... Higgins again demonstrated 
impeccable comic timing. 

But where Higgins was top boy in Neville’s 
Island, here it was sparring partner Nik 
Renouf who stole the show. There was a 
mirthful glee in the way he bellowed out his 
lines with the timbre of Brian Blessed. 
There was the whiff of a few demons 
being exorcised here. The 10-strong cast 
attacked the play with the vigour of a jilted 


lover attacking a car with paint stripper. 
Indeed, this was a smorgasbord of different 
techniques and takes, which only intensified 
the feeling of first night nerves as the 
chaotic play was finally staged. 

Janet Denne was effortless as stage 
manager Aggie Manville, and Janet Sweet 
was all too convincing playing the role 
of crotchety director Geraldine Dunbar. 
Juliette Harrison’s leading lady Diana 
Lassiter was a terrific foil for Renouf, and 
Christine Sti tier’s ‘Doris the maid’ had the 
nervous energy of Father Ted’s neurotic 
housekeeper, Mrs Doyle. 

Jackie Hartley was the perfect luvvy in 
the guise of Lady Margaret, and Pamela 
Bean as the interfering playwright, was a 
reminder of the delicate balancing act of 
fragile egos that goes into every stage show 
from Charlton to Chicago. Play on, indeed.

Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations Section 
on 020 892 1 294 1 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of the 
property you’re after; which will be on the advert.

Anniversary walk for the homeless 


HOMELESS charity Crisis has 
planned a 60-mile walk to raise 
awareness this December. 

The Walk to End Homelessness 
takes place over four days, 
starting on December 7 at 
Canterbury Cathedral and ending 
on Saturday, December 10, at 
Southwark Cathedral.

Local kids get a taste of life as ballboys to the stars

STUDENTS from three 
Greenwich secondary 

schools are dreaming of 
sharing the spotlight with 
tennis greats Federer, 
Djokovic, Nadal and Murray 
at next year’s Barclays ATP 
World Tour Finals at The 02. 

The Year 10 students - 48 
each from St Thomas More, 
Plumstead Manor and Woolwich 
Poly - got an invaluable taste 
of the bigtime last week on the 
two practice courts used by 
the star players at this year’s 
tournament. 

And many of them will have 
already applied to be ballboys 
or ballgirls in 2012 under the 
Barclays Ball Kids national 
scheme. 

Fifteen-year-old Stefano Vaca 
told GT: “I’m definitely going to 
sign up for the scheme for next 
year. The session lasted for an 
hour but we learned a lot about 
balance and how important it is 
to concentrate the whole time.” 

Joanna Walsh, also 15, added: 
“It was very interesting and 
enjoyable. We learned lots of 
new skills and mixed with this 
year’s ballboys, so we know how 
good we have to be to join the 


Ball Kids next year.” 

St Thomas More got involved in 
the taster session as part of the 
Olympic Get Set network among 
the 2012 host boroughs. PE 
teacher Gordon Jamieson said: 
“It’s a fantastic opportunity for 
our children to gain an insight 
into the sport at the top level 
and maybe return next year as 
ballboys or ballgirls. 

“They will also be seeing 


some top tennis this afternoon, 
including Andy Murray. I think 
viewing at The 02 is incredible 
because it’s so high. We’ve just 
had a re-fit of our playground 
so we’ve got three courts for the 
summer.” 

The two practice courts at The 
02 are an innovation that allows 
as many as 400 fans to watch the 
top players warm up - a thrill in 
itself - for free. A third court at 


the London Piazza is also used 
for warm-ups. by the top names 

The nearby Fanzone has 
various other attractions, 
including having your picture 
taken holding up the Barclays 
FA Cup. 

Mark Petchey, also a Sky 
Sports pundit, told GT: “I love 
The 02 as a venue. I came to see 
it before the tour began and was 
staggered by how great it was. I 


love coming here on the Thames 
Clippers and being able to eat so 
many different types of food late 
at night is just perfect.” 

A for finding an English player 
to be included one day on the 
giant billboards around the 
arena, Mark said: “We’ve got a 
couple of reasonably talented 
juniors but the proof of the 
current regime is to develop that 
talent into the top 100. 

“It’s good to have The 02 to 
help that development. It helps 
bridge the 12-month gap between 
Wimbledon every year. When 
you see the kids playing in the 
Fanzone on the mini-tennis, you 
realise there’s a lot of talent out 
there. 

“We’ve got to keep a lot of good 
kids in the game, keep them 
excited and making them realise 
they can make a career out of 
tennis.” 

Spare a thought for 15-year-old 
Charlie Everett, who missed out 
on the session on crutches after 
a football injury - and it was also 
his 15th birthday.
